NEW  YORK,  (JTA)  — An 
unprecedented  conference  on 
rescuers  of  Jews  in  Europe  dur- 
ing the  Holocaust  will  lake 
place  in  Washington  in 
September,  it  was  announced 
by  the  U.S.  Holocaust 
Memorial  Council,  the  con- 
ference’s sponsor. 

Preparations  are  under  way 
for  5(W  scholars,  survivors  and 
their  rescuers,  from  North 
America,  Europe  and  Israel,  to 


participate  in  the  gathering  to 
be  held  September  17-19. 

The  conference,  titled  “Faith 
in  Humankind:  Rescuers  of 
Jews  During  the  Holocaust,”  is 
to  bring  together  rescuers  and 
those  they  saved  “to  bear 
witness  to  what  has  been  done 
and  to  what  could  have  been 
done  to  help  Jews  during  the 
Holocaust,”  according  to  Dr. 
Carol  Ritiner,  a Catholic  nun 
who  is  the  conference’s

coordinator. 

Three  hundred  of  the 
rescuers,  “as  many  as  we  know 
are  still  living,”  have  been  in- 
vited. Many  of  the  conference’s 
discussions,  meetings  and  oral 
histories  will  be  recorded  for 
future  use  by  scholars  and 
students.  They  will  be  stored  in 
Washington  in  the  archives  of 
the  planned  U.S.  Holocaust 
Memorial  Museum. 


Softball  Diamonds  completed 

Campus  extras 
are  underway 


Significant  progress  has  been 
made  on  the  development  of 
the  outdoor  site  at  881  Broad- 
view Avenue,  according  to 
Gerald  Berger,  President  of  the 
Jewish  Community  Campus. 

The  plan,  developed  during 
the  course  of  last  winter,  in- 
cludes construction  of  an  out- 
door swimmmg  pool,  two  soft- 
ball  diamonds,  belter 
playground  facilities  and  a new 
and  larger  parking  lot  which 
will  eliminate  some  of  the  pro- 
blems encountered  during  the 
first  year  of  operation  at  the 
new  site. 

At  this  writing  the  softball 
diamonds  have  been  completed 
and  some  minor  problems  un- 
covered during  the  testing 
period  are  being  corrected. 
Work  is  also  well  advanced  on 
the  25  metre  swimming  pool 
which  will  have  large  decks  and 
a canteen.  In  addition  to  the  ex- 
tensive use  which  will  be  made 
of  the  pool  by  next  year’s  Day 
Camp,  the  new  facility  will  be 
open  to  young  adults  and 
families  evenings  and  Sundays. 
Located  as  it  is  in  the  centre  of 
the  largest  concentration  of  the 
Jewish  community,  it  will  un- 
doubtedly become  a favourite 
recreational  spot  for  increased 
numbers  of  members  of  the 
Jewish  community. 

Indoor  Renovations 

Mr.  Berger  has  also  an- 
nounced that  work  has  begun 
on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
building  in  preparation  for  the 
opening  of  the  school  at  the 


beginning  of  September.  Here 
the  concentration  is  on 
renovating  and  upgrading  the 
area  in  order  to  consolidate  the 
early  childhood  educational 
facilities. 

Three  new  classrooms  are  be- 
ing built  and  a large  open  area 
will  become  available  for  use  as 
an  auxiliary  gymnasium  and 
gathering  place  for  the  children 
in  inclement  weather. 

The  renovations  include  a 
new  Arts  and  Crafts  facility  for 
Jewish  Community  Centre  ac- 
tivities and  larger  and  more  ac- 
cessible quarters  for  the  Educa- 
tional Resource  Centre. 

Campaign  Collections 

Mr.  Berger  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Campus  are  also  con- 
centrating on  collecting  the  se- 
cond instalment  of  pledges 
made  to  the  five  year  building 
fund  campaign  last  spring  and 
summer.  There  has  been  a good 
response  to  the  billings  which 
went  out  some  time  ago,  but 
those  who  have  not  sent  in  their 
cheques  as  yet  are  urged  to  do 
so  for  reasons  which  are 
obvious. 

Financing  the  entire  project 
and  the  improvements  are 
predicated  on  maintaining  the 
schedule  of  payments.  Outstan- 
ding pledges  make  it  necessary 
to  go  to  the  bank  for  funds 
causing  needless  bank  interest 
charges  and  an  unnecessary 
drain  on  limited  resources.

Israel  Diary 

Nine  days  in  Jerusalem:  so  much,  but  never  enough!  I would 
like  to  share  some  impressions  of  my  recent  visit  with  you. 

Day  1:  Erev  Shabbal  in  Jerusalem.  About  six  o'clock,  the  city, 
turning  pink  in  the  evening  light,  suddenly  becomes  very  quiet. 
This,  I have  missed  more  than  anything. 

Day  2:  An  evening  concert  in  the  beautiful  amphitheatre  Teddy 
Koileck  built  in  the  Sultan's  Pool  under  David's  Tower.  How  is 
it  that  a city  of  430,000  <300,000  Jews)  can  be  more  culturally 
dynamic  than  most  countries? 

Day  3:  Reality  strikes  me.  Two  hours  to  do  minor  banking. 
Everyone  is  feverishly  trying  to  protect  themselves  against  400% 
inflation.  The  election  has  made  matters  worse  for  the  govern- 
ment is  unwilling  to  devalue  the  shekel.  The  result,  a thriving  black 
market  with  a rale  of  330  IS  per  U.S.  dollar  vs.  the  official  rale 
of  230. 

Day  4:  Conference  begins.  Most  powerful  impression  is  one  of 
enormous  frustration  with  the  economic  situation  and  with  the 
inability  of  the  leadership  to  deal  with  it.  This  is  one  of  the  cen- 
tral issues  in  the  current  election  campaign. 

Day  5:  Trip  around  Jerusalem  to  the  new  neighbourhoods  sur- 
rounding the  city  — Gilo,  Ramol,  Neve  Yaakov,  Givat  Ze’ev. 
These  and  Maale  Adamim  effectively  ensure  a Jewish  presence 
throughout  Jerusalem.  There  is  no  question  of  this  city  being 
divided  again. 

Day  6:  An  hour  or  so  in  the  Jewish  quarter  of  the  Old  City.  The 
restoration  continues  and  is  quite  beautiful.  Most  exciting  is  the 
completion  of  the  Cardo,  the  historic  north-south  walkway 
through  the  Old  City.  It  is  once  again  a beautiful  concourse,  lin- 
ed with  Byzantine  and  Roman  pillars  and  with  elegant  shops.  Im- 
portant archaeological  spots  are  identified  and  exposed.  Only  a 
perverse  agency  like  UNESCO  could  sec  in  this  work  an  attempt 
to  destroy  rather  than  preserve. 

Day  7:  Study  lour  of  the  West  Bank.  Visits  to  eight  towns,  from 
army  outposts  to  settlements  of  ultra  orthodox  to  Cush  Emunim. 
The  fanaticism  of  the  latter  is  very  disturbing.  The  West  Bank 
will  impose  enormous  barriers  to  any  resolution  of  the  Palesti- 
nian issue.  And  that  issue  will  not  now  go  away,  precisely  because 
the  Arab  community  is  increasingly  affluent  and  articulate. 

Day  8:  Visits  with  friends.  Secular  ones  are  distressed  over  the 
current  economic  and  political  turmoil.  The  need  for  a strong  and 
stable  government  is  seen  as  the  number  one  priority,  but  there 
is  little  hope  for  such  an  outcome.  Orthodox  friends  seem  un- 
concerned. Their  faith  is  infectious.  Kabbalat  Shabbal  at  the  Kotel 
with  my  daughter’s  study  group  and  many  hundreds  of  other  sing- 
ing and  dancing  youngsters  is  unforgettable. 

Day  9;  Shabbal  services  in  a tiny  Shul  that  I love  and  a day  spent 
with  dear  friends  rekindles  my  passion  for  Jerusalem  and  Israel 
and  makes  my  last  day  a bittersweet  one.  ^ 

Kashruth  is  alive  and  well  in  Ottawa

At  the  invitation  of  the 
Government  of  Israel,  Elwyn 
Institutes  is  developing  com- 
prehensive rehabilitation  and 
training  programs  for  mental- 
ly retarded  individuals  in 
Jerusalem.

Mr.  James  Gassaway,  Elwyn 
Board  Chairman  and  Dr.  Mar- 
vin Kivitz,  President,  have  an- 
nounced the  appointment  of 
Alan  Manheim,  Ph.D.  as 
Director  of  the  Israel  program 
to  be  known  as  Jerusatem 
Elwyn  Institutes.  The  State  of 
Israel,  the  Municipality  of 
Jerusalem,  Akim  Jerusalem 
(Parents  and  Friends  of  the 
Retarded)  and  Elwyn  Institutes 
are  jointly  sponsoring  the 
development  of  comprehensive 
day  and  residential  adult  com- 
munity programs  for  the  men- 
tally retarded  in  Jerusalem.  The 
programs  are  public,  non-profit 
and  serve  individuals  of  all 
religious  faiths. 

Beginning  with  the  gradual 
transfer  to  Elwyn’s  operation 
of  existing  sheltered  workshops 
and  community  living  facilities 


for  the  mentally  retarded,  it  is 
anticipated  that  a new  com- 
prehensive diagnostic  and  voca- 
tional rehabilitation  centre  will 
be  established  in  Jerusalem. 
Long  a leader  in  the  provision 
of  high  quality  programs  for 
the  handicapped  in  the  United 
States,  Elwyn  hopes  to  develop 
a network  of  model  services  for 
the  retarded  in  Israel. 

Since  1 852  Elwyn  has  provid- 
ed programs  for  mentally 
retarded,  neurologicaily  im- 
paired and  multi-handicapped 
persons.  Elwyn  provides 
residential  and  day  programs  to 
over  7,000  handicapped  per- 
sons in  Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,  New  Jersey  and 
California. 

While  financing  for  the  pro- 
gram will  come  in  part  from 
Israeli  sources,  it  is  anticipated 
that  additional  funding  from 
friends  and  supporters  in  the 
United  Stales  will  be  required. 
Mr.  Harris  N.  Hollin,  Ambler, 
PA,  a founding  member  of 
Jerusalem  Elwyn  Institutes 
serves  as  Campaign  Chairman.

The  renowned 
Precious  Legacy  exhibit  of 
Jewish  treasurers  from  the 
Prague  Museum,  sponsored  by 
the  Smithsonian  Institute  and 
currently  touring  the  U.S.,  has 
furthered  awareness  of  and 


American  Jewish  Community 
and  the  status  of  American- 
Israeli  relations.

Naomi  Bronstein 
on  the  stand 

Dear  Editor; 

1 feel  it  to  be  chutzpah  on  the 
part  of  Naomi  Bronstein  who 
does  not  contribute  in  any  way 
to  the  well  being  of  local  Jewish 
Community  life,  to  pass  judge- 
ment in  respect  to  Jewish 
generosity  to  her  cause.  Nor,  by 
her  own  admission,  has  she 
scored  high  marks  with  the 
Jewish  Community  of  Mon- 
treal. What  one  finds  most  un- 
fair is  as  the  going  gets  tougher 
she  chooses  to  make  it  a Jewish 
issue,  as  if  she  expects  us  to  pull 
her  chestnuts  out  of  the  fire. 

It  seems  to  me  that  she  is 
angry  with  herself  and  laying 
the  blame  on  the  fact  that  she 
is  Jewish,  consciously  or  other- 
wise. If  it  is  so,  she  alone  will 
have  to  face  the  problem  and 
solve  it. 

What  Mrs.  Bronstein  is  do- 
ing is  an  admirable  act.  Why 
she  does  it  the  way  she  does  is 
not  quite  clear  yet.  The  fact  that 
she  helps  children  from  far  off 
lands  who  need  medical  aid, 
who  once  their  health  is  im- 
proved are  sent  back  to  their 
homes,  is  a true  mitzvah. 
However,  her  decision  to  bring 
children  from  other  cultures  to 
this  country  for  adoption  is 
something  that  only  the  future 
will  tell.  The  latest  information 
on  Canadian-lndian  children 
given  out  for  adoption  to 
American  whites  is  that  it  has 
proven  to  be  a disaster  for  the 
youngsters. 

As  for  the  mail  she  speaks  of 
receiving  from  individuals  in 
which  they  suggest  “that  you 
are  doing  all  these  noble  deeds 
to  take  the  eyes  of  the  world 
away  from  what  is  happening  in 
Lebanon  where  Israeli  soldiers 
are  using  Lebanese  for  target 
practices  in  the  (so  called)  con- 
centration camps,”  she  should 
remember  that  there  will  always 
be  kooks  like  Keegstras  and 
Zundels  as  there  have  always 
been  in  the  past  — men  con- 
sumed by  hate. 

One  can  certainly  respect 
what  she  is  doing.  Still,  one 
must  appreciate  the  fact  that  we 
ail  see  life  from  different  points 
of  view.

Mirages:  A perfect  title  to  ex- 
press the  union  and  newness 
resulting  from  the  compilation 
of  drawings  by  Susana  Wald 
and  collage  by  Ludwig  Zeller. 
Forty-four  surrealistic  coupl- 
ings invite  the  reader  to  indulge 
his  curiosity  while  celebrating 
the  intense  artistic  vision  of  the 
creators. 

In  their  introduction.  Wald 
and  Zeller  (who  are  married  in 
real  life  as  well  as  in  their  ar- 
tistic work)  explain  their  ap- 
proach. Zeller  describes  his  bir- 
thplace, Rio  Loa  in  Northern 
Chile,  particularly  the  desert  of 
Atacama  “where  for  thousands 
of  years  the  wind  has  blown  in 
one  direction  in  the  morning 
and  has  howled  in  the  opposite 
way  in  the  afternoon,  with  an 
interval  of  a couple  of  hours  of 
absolute  quiet  at  noon,  when 
one  felt  as  if  everything  had 
stopped,  like  the  air.”  Is  Zeller 
talking  about  peace?  That  con- 
tentment resulting  from  total 
withdrawal  into  one’s  inner  self 
when  faced  with  the  awesome 
forces  of  nature? 

When  one  considers  Wald’s 
description  of  her  birthplace, 
Budapest,  Zeller’s  quest  for 
peace  becomes  plausible.  She 
remembers  war’s  destruction 
but  also  “infinite  and  varied 
adventure,  brightly  coloured 
zinnias,  ice  cream  and  cool 
drinks  of  raspberry  syrup.”  As 
a young  woman  she  emigrated 
to  Chile  where  she  met  Zeller. 
She  describes  their  first  en- 
counter as  “totally  magic  in  a 
seemingly  sterile  and  absurd 
place  that  caused  my  life  to 
change.”

Herein  lies  the  value  of  this 
couple’s  unusual  art.  Picture  a 
man  rummaging  through  se- 
cond hand  book  stores,  a sharp 
scissors  in  hand,  clipping  18th 
and  19ih  century  photos  of 
science,  natural  history  and 
fashion.  Picture  him  sorting 
hundreds,  sometimes 

thousands  of  little  pieces  of 
paper  reordering  and  assembl- 
ing to  create  the  new  from  the 
old.  Then,  his  wife,  Susana 
Wald,  adds  the  final  touch,  im- 
posing her  order,  soft  line 
drawing,  which  contrasts 
sharply  with  the  hard-edged 
surfaces  of  Zeller's  collage. 

The  pivotal  point  of  these  42 
offerings  is  co-mingling.  In 
John  Robert  Columbo’s 
epilogue  to  Mirages,  he  asserts 
that  the  Zeller’s  work  is  the 
result  of  a union  of  opposites, 
“all  towards  the  ‘more  perfect 
union,’  or  melanges  of  art  and 
life.” 

Still,  the  devoted  couple  do 
not  only  work  with  each  other. 
Often  they  have  a third  partner; 
poetry.  Zeller’s  own  poem  of- 
fers inspiration  for  “Tatooed 
Mirrors”  (plate  42):  “Locked 
in  the  folds  of  the  process  of 
becoming  we  descend  open  and 
reopen/Your  almond  clefts  of 
eye  beg  for  water/They  rise  in 
delirium  the  wind  whirls  the 
glass  of  thirst.” 

With  recognition  by  Euro- 
pean ciritc,  Arturo  Schwartz, 
Wald  and  Zeller  occupy  a uni- 
que position  in  international 
surrealism,  celebrating  their 
combined  dreams,  artistic 
transmogrification  into  a new 
reality.

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Kosher  Corner 


The  preparing  of  Kosher  meats 


By  Yisroel  Auerbach 

Jewish  law  necessitates  that  all  kosher  meat 
come  from  animals  that  have  split  hooves  and 
chew  their  cud,  have  been  slaughtered  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Torah,  and  have  been 
properly  prepared  following  {\\Qshechitah.  As 
the  procedure  of  shechitah  is  a difficult  and 
detailed  one,  the  shochet  (who  performs  the  act 
of  shechitah)  must  be  an  individual  with  un- 
questionable knowledge,  skill,  personal  piety 
and  integrity.  Of  equal  importance  is  the  subse- 
quent soaking  and  salting  of  the  slaughtered 
meat,  and  the  removal  of  the  forbidden  veins, 
arteries  and  fats,  which  also  require  strict  super- 
vision by  a knowledgeable  and  extremely  pious 
individual. 

To  the  religious  Jew,  both  the  taking  of 
animal  life  and  the  eating  of  flesh  are  very 
serious  matters.  They  necessitate  certain 
safeguards  against  the  man’s  habituation  to 
killing  and  of  his  animal  nature.  The  taking  of 
animal  life  would  in  no  way  be  defensible  were 
it  not  for  the  expressed  permission  of  G-d. 
Revcrance  for  animal  life  is  indicated  by  the 
performance  of  a blessing  prior  to  the  act  of 
Shechitah^  the  ritual  slaughter  of  an  animal 
prescribed  by  Jewish  law.  The  act  of  shechitah 
is  the  swiftest  and  most  painless  way  of  possi- 
ble of  killing  an  animal.  Judaism  expressly  for- 
bids the  inflicting  of  pain  on  any  living  creature. 
The  act  of  shechitah  is  performed  with  a special 
ritual  knife  which  is  subject  to  stringent  laws 
and  frequent  inspection  so  that  the  animal  will 
not  suffer  from  the  ritual  slaughter.  It  must  be 
of  high  quality  metal,  spotlessly  clean  and 
smooth,  and  honed  to  a razorsharp  edge 
without  a single  notch  or  dent.  The  knife  must 
be  examined  before  and  after  the  act  for  not- 
ches or  defects  in  the  blade.  It  must  be  at  least 
twice  as  long  as  the  throat  of  the  animal  so  that 
the  shechitah  may  be  performed  quickly  and  ef- 
fectively. The  slightest  pause  or  interruption, 
the  pressing  of  the  knife  into  the  neck  rather 
than  the  use  of  a back  and  forth  motion,  the 
sticking  of  the  knife  behind  the  esophagus,  cut- 
ting the  throat  in  the  wrong  section,  and  tear- 
ing out  rather  than  cutting  through  tissues  are 
all  defects  which  prohibit  the  eating  of  the 
animat.  Strict  care  and  painstaking  detail  are 
required  by  Jewish  law  in  the  performance  of 
the  shechitah  so  that  the  killing  is  done  swiftly 
and  painlessly.  The  result  of  this  procedure  is 


that  the  animal  has  not  been  subject  to  pain  or 
abuse.  The  animal  loses  consciousness  im- 
mediately and  death  is  instantaneous. 

After  the  shechitah,  the  animal  is  hung  up- 
side down  so  that  the  blood  of  the  animal  may 
drain  out.  The  Torah  slates  that  (Leviticus 
7:26,27)  “You  shall  not  eat  any  blood,  whether 
of  fowl  or  animal  in  any  of  your  dwellings. 
Whoever  eats  any  blood,  that  soul  shall  be  cut 
off  from  his  people.”  The  abstinence  from  the 
consumption  of  blood  tames  man’s  instinct  for 
violence  by  instilling  in  him  a horror  of 
bloodshed. 

The  next  step  in  the  process  of  draining  the 
blood  is  the  removal  of  the  arteries  and  veins, 
called  nikur.  This  is  followed  by  the  immersion 
of  the  meal  in  cool  water  for  a period  of  one- 
half  hour.  This  washes  off  any  dried  or  con- 
gealed blood  on  the  surface  of  the  meat  and 
opens  the  pores  of  the  meat.  This  allows  the 
next  step,  salting,  the  more  efficiently  to  drain 
out  the  blood.  After  the  meat  is  removed  from 
soaking  it  is  placed  on  a slanted  or  perforated 
board  so  that  the  water  may  drip  off.  Then  it 
is  covered  on  all  sides  with  a thin  coaling  of 
medium  coarse  salt.  The  salt  is  left  on  for  one 
full  hour.  This  completes  the  removal  of 
capillary  blood.  The  salt  is  then  rinsed  off  the 
meat  and  discarded.  The  meat  is  ready  to  be 
cooked.  The  sailing  must  be  done  within  72 
hours  of  slaughter.  If  the  meat  is  thoroughly 
rinsed  with  water  an  additional  72  hours  is 
measured  from  the  time  of  the  rinsing.  Where 
possible,  this  extension  should  be  avoided. 

The  reader  may  be  wondering  why  this 
painstaking  procedure  must  be  performed 
before  one  is  allowed  to  eat  meat  and  why  this 
should  be  considered  a vibrant  religious  ex- 
perience. Rabbi  Samson  Raphael  Hirsch  ex- 
plained in  the  following  way.  “Just  as  the 
human  spirit  is  the  instrument  G-d  uses  to  make 
Himself  known  in  the  world,  so  the  human 
body  is  the  medium  whicli  connects  the  outside 
world  with  the  mind  of  man. ..Anything  which 
gives  the  body  too  much  independence  or 
makes  it  loo  active  in  a carnal  direction  brings 
it  nearer  to  the  animal  sphere,  thereby  robbing 
it  of  its  primary  function,  to  be  the  intermediary 
between  the  soul  of  man  and  the  outside 
world.”

Purchasing  Fish:  Using  the  Mashgiach 

The  Rabbis  of  the  Ottawa  Vaad  Hakashruth  recently  issued  a statement  to  the  community  in 
which  they  urged  the  observance  of  the  laws  of  kashruth  as  they  apf)!y  to  the  preparation  of  fresh 
fish  commercially  sold  here  in  Ottawa.  Some  time  ago,  special  arrangements  were  made  with  the 
Lapointe  Fishery  whereby  a Mashgiach  is  present  one  morning  a week,  Wednesdays,  from  10  to 
12.  to  enable  the  kosher  consumer  to  purchase  fish  under  supervision.  In  the  time  that  has  elapsed, 
unfortunately,  many  people  who  otherwise  keep  kosher,  have  failed  to  take  advantage  of  this  op- 
portunity and  as  a result  the  service  is  being  under-utilized. 

The  Rabbis  emphasized  that  it  is  absolutely  clear  from  the  code  of  Jewish  law  and  subsequent 
Halakhic  authorities  that  fish  must  be  fileted  with  utensils  that  have  not  been  used  to  filet  other 
non  kosher  fish  products.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  just  as  with  meal,  treife  products  will  affect 
the  status  of  kosher  produces  that  are  prepared  with  the  same  utensils,  even  though  they  be  cold. 
Furthermore,  the  Rabbis  unanimously  urged  those  concerned  about  keeping  kitchens  in  their  home 
kosher  to  in  fact  purchase  fish  under  careful  supervision  whether  or  not  such  has  been  the  practice 
in  any  particular  home. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  traditional  community  will  come  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  this 
aspect  of  the  laws  of  kashruth  and  take  advantage  of  the  free  service  that  is  provided  by  the  Ot- 
tawa Vaad  Hakashruth.

Israel  gains  a fan  to  busy  OMJS  pupils 


A recent  whirlwind  nine  day 
visit  to  Israel,  and  Dr.  Ratna 
Ray  was  sold  on  the  tiny 
middle-east  country. 

“Israel  is  eloquent  testimony 
to  the  indomitable  spirit,”  the 
Calcutta-born  Director  of  the 
Women’s  Bureau,  Labour 
Canada,  says  enthusiastically. 
“Proof  that  if  there  is  a will, 
there  is  a way.” 

The  diminutive  Dr.  Ray,  who 
assumed  the  position  vacated 
by  Dr.  Sylva  Gelber  last  year 
was  completely  taken  with 
Jerusalem,  and  especially  with 
the  architectural  use  of  the 
Jerusalem  stone. 

“To  me  it  represents  the 
shine,  the  lustre,  and  resilience 
of  the  people,”  she  said. 

Less  enamoured  of  Tel  Aviv, 
Dr.  Ray  feels  the  city  already 
shows  the  sleazy  aspects  of  any 
other  American  city. 

“Israelis  are  an  extremely 
hardworking  people,”  she 
observes.  “They  have  no 
choice.”  She  found  the  people 
to  be  warm,  very  matter-of-fact 
and  extremely  helpful  when 
needed. 

While  in  Israel,  Dr.  Ray  ad- 
dressed a two  day  Internationtil 
Symposium  on  the  Jewish 
Family.  The  majority  of  the

other  speakers  were  Jews  from 
all  over  the  diaspora,  who  ad- 
dressed the  issues  of  intermar- 
riage, diminution  of  the  fami- 
ly, the  high  rate  of  divorce,  and 
the  attendant  problem  of  sus- 
taining religious  values.  The 
Conference  did  not  attempt  to 
solve  these  problems  during  its 
brief  duration,  but  formulated 
plans  to  hold  future  policy- 
oriented  conferences  focussing 
on  individual  issues,  with  a view 
to  lobbying  for  governmental 
legislation. 

Dr.  Ray  is  currently  seeking 
the  Liberal  nomination  in  the 
riding  of  Nepean-Carleton. 


Czechoslovakia  gets 
1st  rabbi  in  a decade

Daniel  Meyer  became  the 
new  rabbi  of  Prague  in  June. 

Danny  is  not  Just  another 
bright  young  man  starting  off 
on  his  career.  Since 
Czechoslovakia  has  been 
without  an  active  rabbi  for  over 
a decade,  this  young  man  will 
be  the  only  rabbi  for  the  entire 
nation. 

The  sparseness  of  Jewish 
leadership  at  this  time  in  history 
is  in  sharp  contrast  to  centuries 
of  rich  Jewish  culture  that 
Czechoslavakia  has  spawned. 
Jews  began  settling  in 
Czechoslovakia  in  the  10th  cen- 
tury. The  travelling  exhibition. 
Precious  Legacy  illustrates  the 
former  vibrancy  of  Czech 
Jewish  culture.  Despite  wars 
and  changes  of  government, 
Jewish  life  has  continued, 
albeit,  with  a greatly  reduced 
Jewish  population. 

In  January  of  this  year, 
David  and  1 renewed  our 
friendship  with  Danny  and  with 
his  delightful  father,  Steven. 
Steven  is  our  chief  com- 
municator since  he  speaks  ex- 
cellent English,  which  he  learn- 
ed while  stationed  in  London 
during  World  War  11. 

While  travelling  in  C.S.S.R. 
in  1976,  we  met  a young  man 
studying  Hebrew  on  a bus  go- 
ing from  Slavakia  to  Hungary. 
Ai  that  time  17  year  old  Danny 
was  a Junior  in  high  school  and 
the  Meyers  were  on  their  way  to 
visit  the  Yeshiva  in  Budapest. 
We  spent  the  next  several  days 
louring  Budapest  together.  Our 
lour  was  greatly  enhanced  by 
Steven’s  commentaries  as  he  is 
a good  historian  and  a first  rate 
raconteur. 

This  year  we  made  a brief 
visit  to  Czechoslavakia  and 
managed  to  connect  with  them. 
Danny  is  now  25  years  old  and 
has  graduated  from  the 
Yeshiva.  Communication  was 


broader  this  visit,  as  David  and 
Danny  were  able  to  speak 
together  in  Hebrew. 

Danny’s  thesis  is  on  the  com- 
mon origins  of  Judaism  and 
Islam.  This  spring  he  went  to 
London  to  study  with  a moyle. 
In  the  beginning  of  May  we 
received  an  announcement  of 
his  graduation.  The  announce- 
ment also  said  that  he  would 
start  his  work  as  rabbi  of 
Prague  immediately.  In  effect, 
that  will  make  25  year  old 
Daniel  Meyer  the  chief  rabbi  of 
Czechoslavakia. 

It  is  not  easy  to  maintain 
Jewish  culture  in  the  C.S.S.R., 
but  when  has  it  ever  been  easy 
to  be  a Jew?

Speakers  explore  the 
‘JAP’  phenomenon 


DALLAS,  June  25. ..The 
phenomenon  of  “the  JAPs”  — 
the  American  Jewish  Prince 
and  Princess  — can  be  best 
understood  in  terms  of  Jewish 
history,  and  particularly  the 
period  when  material  posses- 
sions represented  portable 
wealth  for  Jews  and  were  a 
measure  of  life  and  security,  ac- 
cording to  speakers  at  a discus- 
sion recently  at  the  American 
Jewish  Committee’s  Dallas 
chapter. 

Launching  the  Chapter’s 
Summer  Flagship  Series  on 
contemporary  Jewish  issues, 
Rabbi  Barton  Lee,  a psychiatric 
social  worker,  explored  the 
historical  background  of  the  so- 
called  “JAPs.” 

“In  order  to  understand  why 
JAPs  exist,”  Rabbi  Lee  said, 
“you  have  to  understand 
Jewish  history.  Material  posses- 
sions such  as  gold  and  jewelry 
were  portable  wealth  for  Jews. 
With  it,  they  could  pay  their 
way  out  of  a country  — it  was 
a measure  of  life  and  security.” 


When  Jews  arrived  in 
America,  Rabbi  Lee  said,  “they 
determined  that  their  children 
would  do  better  than 
themselves,  that  they  would 
make  it.  As  a result,  their 
children  were  expected  to  look 
and  act  successful.” 

Mothers  and  sisters  often 
make  the  son  feel  he  is  of 
special  importance,  and'  the 
daughters,  too,  are  expected  to 
act  the  part  of  the  Sabbath 
queen  or  the  king’s  daughter, 
Mrs.  Lee  added.  “There  is  a 
certain  family  dynamics  behind 
it  all.” 

Unlike  members  of  other 
cultures,  the  couple  agreed, 
many  Jewish  youngsters  learn 
“power  and  control  through 
dependency  instead  of  growth 
through  freedom.”  Thus,  they 
maintained,  the  children  “ac- 
quire ambivalence  about  being 
Jewish,  since  their  desire  for 
success  and  status  often  leads 
them  to  resent  the  Jewishness 
which  they  see  as  setting  them 
apart  from  others.”

At  a recent  demonstration  outside  the  Kenesset  (Israeli  Parliament),  a group  of  concerned  citizens 
calls  for  popular  elections  and  other  reforms.  Their  white,  blank  masks  dramatize  the  “faceless 
Kenesset  members”  with  obligations  to  their  parties  and  not  to  the  people.

The  Jews  of  South  Africa 


why  they  leave 


By  Sheldon  Kirshner 

JOHANNESBURG,  July  5 

— Curiously  enough,  the 
city  of  Toronto  has  a certain 
appeal  for  Jews  in  South  Africa 

— a wealthy,  astonishingly 
beautiful  country  blessed  by  a 
temperate  climate  but  cursed 
by  grave  racial  problems. 

When  Jews  here  think  of 
Toronto,  as  they  sometimes  do 
in  the  company  of  a visiting 
Canadian  journalist,  they  are 
invariably  reminded  of  sons 
and  daughters,  relatives  and 
friends  who’ve  emigrated  and 
gone  to  live  in  Canada.  Because 
thousands  of  South  African 
Jews  have  immigrated  to 
Canada  (and  to  countries  like 
Australia,  Britain,  Israel  and 
the  U.S.)  in  the  past  25  years, 
Toronto  is  jocularly  pronounc- 
ed To-Run-To. 

Usually,  the  person  telling 
this  joke  has  a broad  smile 
denoting  amusement.  But  no 
one  is  really  laughing.  The 
resort  to  gallow  humor  — a 
traditional  escape  hatch  for 
Jews  — masks  a reality  from 
which  there  is  no  exit.  South 
African  Jews  have  it  good,  the 
Jewish  community  here  being 
deeply  integrated  and 
respected.  Yet.  according  to  the 
World  Jewish  Congress, 
somewhere  between  20,000  and 

30,000  Jews  have  left  South 
Africa  in  the  last  two  decades 
or  so. 

Conflict  over  Apartheid 

What  has  happened  is  not 
very  difficult  to  understand. 

Je'ws.  like  many  of  South 
Africa’s  4.7  million  whites,  are 
lorn  by  conflicting  emotions 
over  South  Africa’s  policy  of 
apartiteid  (or  institutional 
segregation)  and  the  country’s 
long-range  viability  and  stabili- 
ty. As  one  woman,  a mother  of 
four  in  her  early  40s,  put  it: 
‘Tve  got  a lot  out  of  this  coun- 
try. It  has  given  me  everything 
1 have.  1 love  it.  1 don’t  intend 
to  leave,  but  I may  have  to.” 

The  reason  why  many  more 
Jews  have  not  packed  up  and 
left  is  the  generally  cushy  life 
they  enjoy  in  this  nation  of 
sharp,  contrasts.  In  common 
with  most  whites,  Jews  have 
done  well  by  South  Africa  — a 
military  and  industrial 
behemoth,  that  is  rich  in 
strategic  minerals  and  that  is 
the  breadbasket  of  Southern 
Africa. 

Contributed  much 

Predominantly  of  Lithuanian 
origin,  Jews  have  contributed 
much  to  the  South  African 
economy,  the  arts,  the  free  pro- 
fessions (especially  medicine 
and  law)  and  civic  politics.  Men 
like  Barney  Barnaio,  Alfred 
Beit  and  Ernest  Oppenheimer 
(whose  descendants  are  no 
longer  Jewish)  were  among  the 
founders  and  developers  of  the 
immensely  lucrative,  diamond 
and  gold  mining  industries. 
Jews  rejuvenated  the  wool  in- 
dustry by  importing  high  grade 
French  Merino  sheep,  and  they 
opened  steel,  processed  foods, 
garment  and  cigarette  factories. 

"We  launched  the  industrial 
revolution  in  South  Africa.” 
said  Marcus  Arkin,  an 
economic  historian  who  is  also 
the  director  general  of  the 
South  African  Zionist  Federa- 
tion, “No  one  look  the  risks  the 
Jews  did.”  Jews,  to  this  day, 
play  a leading  role  in  virtually 


every  sector  of  South  African 
life. 

Raymond  Ackerman,  who 
was  recently  voted  businessman 
of  the  year  by  the  Financial 
Mail,  runs  a retailing  empire. 
Tony  Bloom  and  Naiie  Kirsch 
are  the  proprietors  of  chain 
stores.  Sol  Kirzner  is  probably 
South  Africa’s  most  prominent 
hotelier.  Rudi  Frankel  is  head 
of  a food  conglomerate,  and 
Basil  Hersov  is  big  in  mining. 
Morris  Heilman  was  president 
of  the  Medical  Association  of 
South  Africa.  Nadine  Gor- 
dimer  is  a world-class  novelist, 
and  Benjamin  Pogrund  is  depu- 
ty editor  of  Johannesburg’s 
Rand  Daily  Mall. 


In  Johannesburg,  the  center 
of  South  African  Jewry,  Jews 
have  drifted  into  such  leafy  and 
beautiful  suburbs  as  Houghton, 
Bird  Haven  and  Victory  Park. 
In  Cape  Town,  they’re  concen- 
trated in  Sea  Point,  which  of- 
fers a panoramic  view  of  a 
magnificent  harbor.  In 
Pretoria,  they  tend  to  con- 
gregate in  the  tree-lined  eastern 
residential  neighborhoods,  one 
pf  which  is  known  as  Brooklyn. 

Not  surprisingly,  given  South 
Africa’s  hot  summers,  many 
Jewish  homes  come  with  pro- 
verbial swimming  pools.  And 
South  African  housewives’  — a 
disproportionate  number  of 


which  may  or  may  not  be  per- 
manent, does  nothing  to  change 
the  basic  demographic  picture. 

The  movement  of  Jews  from 
the  country  (piatteland)  to  the 
city  since  World  War  II  has  not 
had  any  significant  effect  on 
Jewish  demography  either. 

Twenty-five  rural 

synagogues,  however,  have 
been  closed  since  1974.  inter- 
marriage, which  Arkin 
estimates  to  be  in  the  12%  to 
15%  range,  is  relatively  low  by 
North  American  or  Western 
European  standards,  possibly 
because  the  emphasis  on  racial- 
ly separate  development  here 
militates  against  mixed  mar-

Barney  Simon  has  a national 
reputation  as  a theater  director, 
and  Sylvia  Kaplan  is  president 
of  the  South  African  Associa- 
tion of  Arts.  Two  Jewish  judges 
out  of  14  sit  on  the  highest 
court  in  the  land,  and  Jews  are 
the  mayors  of  Johannesburg 
and  Cape  Town,  the  largest 
cities.  Although  Jews  are  not 
really  attracted  to  the  civil  ser- 
vice, armed  forces  or  the 
diplomatic  corps.  Abe  Hop- 
penstein  is  South  Africa’s  con- 
sul general  in  New  York  City. 

On  the  national  political 
level,  Jews  have  no  significant 
clout.  However,  Helen  Suzman 

— who  belongs  to  the  opposi- 
tion Progressive  Federal  Party 

— is  undoubtedly  South 
Africa’s  best  known  politician 
after  P.W.  Botha,  the  prime 
minister.  Surveying  the  scene, 
Thomas  Langley,  a Conser- 
vative Party  parliamentarian, 
noted:  “There  is  no  doubt 
about  it,  Jews  have  made  a 
great  contribution  to  South 
Africa.  “And,  although  anti- 
semitism is  far  from  being  ab- 
sent in  South  Africa,  Richard 
Goldstone,  a judge  on  the 
Supreme  Couri^  pointed  out: 
“I  can’t  think  of  any  walk  of 
life  where  Jews  are  prevented 
from  entering.” 

“We’re  very  much  South 
Africans  in  our  style.”  said 
Sylvia  Kaplan,  a doctor  in  her 
private  capacity.  “By  and  large, 
J&ws  are  very  well  accepted,” 
observed  John  Moshal.  presi- 
dent of  the  Council  of  Natal 
Jewry,  with  headquarters  in 
Durban. 

Material  well  being 

Materially,  Jews  hardly 
know  the  meaning  of  depriva- 
tion, although  there  are  Jews 
below  the  poverty  line.  Indeed, 
on  a per  captia  basis,  this  could 
well  be  one  of  the  richest  Jewish 
communities  in  the  world.  ”Wc 
live  very  comfortable  lives.” 
said  David  Finkelstein,  a 
39-year-old  pharmacist  from 
the  charming  resort  town  of 
Knysna.  whose  sister  has  settl- 
ed in  London,  Om.  Finkelstein. 
who  ha.s  a lovely  home  and  two 
new  BMWs  in  his  garage,  may 
typify  the  material  advance- 
ment ot  this  dispora 
community. 


whom  cannot  imagine  life 
without  their  maids  or 
gardeners  — are  therefore 
liberated  in  a sense  some  North 
American  women  might  not 
begin  to  understand. 

High  divorce  rate 

The  languid  existence  en- 
joyed by  so  many  Jewish 
women  (or  kugels,  in  local 
parlance)  breeds  a certain 
hauteur.  One  of  the  results  of 
this  lifestyle  is  a fairly  high 
divorce  rale.  According  to  Ivan 
Sackheim,  chairman  of  the 
Federation  of  Synagogues,  one 
in  three  marriages  breaks  up. 
Of  course,  this  phenomenon  is 
not  limited  to  Jews.  The  af- 
fluent standard  of  living  has 
had  adverse  demographic  im- 
plications for  the  Jews  of  South 
Africa.  Consider  the  bald  facts: 

The  1934  census  listed 

100.000  Jews,  the  majority  of 
whom  were  the  offsprings  of 
settlers  who  arrived  in  South 
Africa  between  1880  and  1910. 
The  1980  census  showed 

119.000  Jews.  Whereas  Jews 
comprised  4.5%  of  the  Cauca- 
sian population  50  years  ago, 
they  now  comprise  2.6%.  In 
1934,  Jews  were  multiplying  by 
an  annual  rate  of  3%.  “By 
now,  it’s  probably  negative,” 
said  Marcus  Arkin.  Referring 
to  a recent  study.  Arkin  said 
that  the  population  of  the  com- 
munity will  be  under  1(X),000  by 
the  year  2,000. 

This  points  to  a low  birth  rate 
among  Jews.  Stuart  Buxbaum, 
in  an  article  in  Jewish  Affairs, 
the  official  organ  of  the  Jewish 
Board  of  Deputies,  the 
representative  body  of  South 
African  Jews,  said:  “Child 
bearing  (in)  Jewish  women 
begins  later  and  ends 
earlier. ..“But  the  falling  birth 
rale,  a byproduct  of  affluency, 
is  not  the  only  problem  affiic- 
ting  South  African  Jewry.  It  is 
an  aging  community. 

In  1934,  5%  of  Jews  were 
over  60.  In  1980,  the  figure  was 
around  20%.  “This  is  a rapid- 
ly aging  — and  diminishing  — 
community."  said  Arkin. 

In  the  last  10  years,  several 
thousand  Jews  from  Zimbabwe 
(formerly  Rhodesia)  and  Israel 
have  immigrated  to  South 
Africa.  But  their  presence. 


riages.  But  the  phenomenon  is 
growing,  warned  Bernard 
Moses  Caspar,  the  chief  rabbi 
of  South  Africa,  in  an  inter- 
view. “We  are  getting  to  the 
danger  mark.” 

This  talk  about  a contracting 
community  does  not  appear  to 
worry  Michael  Katz,  the 
39-year-old  chairman  of  the 
Jewish  Board  of  Deputies. 
Jewish  institutions,  he  claimed 
are  “more  dynamic”  than  ever. 
“The  state  of  the  community, 
spiritually,  is  a very  healthy 
one.”  In  some  ways,  he  is  cor- 
rect. The  network  of  Jewish 
schools,  though  suffering  from 
financial  ills,  is  a model  of  its 
kind.  The  Zionist  Federation 
remains  strong  and  vigorous  by 
all  accounts,  and  there  has  been 
something  of  a religious  revival, 
in  the  estimation  of  Aleck 
Goldberg,  the  outgoing  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Jewish 
Board  of  Deputies. 

The  Exodus 

Despite  the  community’s 
strong  institutions.  South 
African  Jewry  has  been  sapped 
by  an  incremental  exodus  of 
some  of  its  finest  young, 
middle-class  professionals.  In 
the  view  of  informed  observers, 
the  outflow  was  in  large 
measure  due  to  the  1 960  Sharp- 
ville  massacre,  the  1974  Por- 
tuguese withdrawal  from 
Angola  and  the  1976  Soweto 
riots.  The  events  of  1960  and 
1976  underscored  the  volatile 
and  volcanic  nature  of  inter- 
racial relations  in  South  Africa. 
The  Portuguese  flight  from 
Angola  was  a disturbing  com- 
mentary on  the  prospects  of 
white  rule  in  Africa. 

Needless  to  say,  racial 
violence  and  the  fall  of  a white 
settler  regime  were  not  the  sole 
causes  of  Jewish  emigration. 
Zionistically  — inclined  Jews 
went  to  Israel,  and  Jews  seek- 
ing greater  professional  oppor- 
tunities looked  abroad  for  ad- 
vancement. Today,  when  Jews 
consider  the  option  of  emigra- 
tion, they  are  confronted  by 
conflicting  developments. 

Some  arc  cheered  by  the 
governmeni’s  belated  recogni- 
tion that  non-whites,  such  as 
Indians  and  Coloreds,  must  be 
given  a parliamentary  voice. 


Some  are  worried  because 
Blacks  have  not  been  included 
in  this  so-called  New  Dispensa- 
tion. Some  feel  secure  in  the 
knowledge  that  South  Africa, 
having  signed  an  historic  non- 
aggression treaty  with 
neighboring  Mozambique,  has 
begun  to  break  out  of  its  isola- 
tionist laager.  Some,  noting  the 
upsurge  of  urban  terrorism,  are 
not  so  upbeat  in  their  assess- 
ment of  the  future. 

Frank  Bradlow,  vice- 
president  of  the  Jewish  Board 
of  Deputies,  said  that  Jews  are 
“more  optimistic”  these  days 
because  they  are  “getting  used 
to”  the  situation  in  South 
Africa.  He  thinks  that  emigra- 
tion will  decline  because  South 
Africans  have  experienced  dif- 
ficulties in  immigrating  to 
Western  countries  with 
unemployment  problems.  But 
if  barriers  were  to  be  lifted,  he 
added,  emigration  would  rise. 
“There’s  more  scope  for  a 
young  professional  overseas 
than  here.” 

Arkin,  who  must  be 
theoretically  committed  to  liv- 
ing in  Israel,  remarked  that 
Jews,  being  a minority  within  a 
minority  in  a multiracial  socie- 
ty, feel  insecure.  “Insecurity  is 
part  of  the  South  African  way 
of  life,”  he  said.  Asked  if 
another  internal  upheaval  could 
trigger  an  exodus,  Arkin  replied 
in  the  affirmative. 

Rabbi  Scott  Saulson,  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  South 
African  Union  for  Progressive 
Judaism,  told  this  reporter  it  is 
his  impression  that  most  Jews 
have  considered  the  possibility 
of  leaving.  “They  either  don’t 
think  that  the  government’s 
policy  (of  apartheid)  will  work, 
or  they  think  that  they  will  have 
to  pay  too  high  a price  for 
stability.”  Rabbi  Caspar  voic- 
ed similar  sentiments. 

“There  are  many  young 
couples  with  children  who  are 
worried  about  the  future  — not 
because  of  anti-Semitism,  but 
because  of  the  potential  for 
political  instability.  They  look 
at  what’s  happened  in  Zim- 
babwe (from  which  whites  have 
emigrated)  and  they  wonder...” 

Isador  Kahanovitz,  a 
Pretoria  educator,  is  more 
blunt.  “I  would  encourage  my 
children  not  to  live  in  South 
Africa,”  he  said,  stressing  he 
was  speaking  personally.  “I  can 
see  there’s  going  to  be  a tremen- 
dous conflict,  and  I don’t  know 
whether  it’s  fair  to  inflict  on 
our  children  an  involvement  in 
that  conflict.  History  has 
shown  no  one  is  prepared  to 
change  (a  political  system)  un- 
til change  is  forced  upon 
them.” 

in  Cape  Town,  the  teenaged 
daughter  of  a community 
leader  struck  on  uncertain 
pessimistic  note.  Six  out  of  10 
of  her  friends  are  seriously 
thinking  of  leaving  upon  the 
completion  of  their  education, 
she  disclosed.  “It’s  the  political 
uncertainty.”  After  a pause, 
she  murmured,  “I  may  leave, 
loo.” 

In  another  corner  of  Cape 
Town,  a 33-year-old  mother, 
the  wife  of  a well-to-do  doctor, 
said:  “I’m  happy  here,  but  on 
some  days  when  the  odd  bomb 
goes  off,  I feel  it’s  lime  to  move 
on.”

May  Canada’s  Government,  under  your  stewardship,  remain  sen- 
sitive to  the  needs  of  Canadians  of  all  origins. 


New  Director  Community  Relations 

Milton  Harris,  President 
of  Canadian  Jewish  Con- 
gress, has  announced  that 
Manuel  Prutschi  has  been 
appointed  National  Director 
of  Community  Relations  for 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress. 

The  Community  Relations 
Committee  advocates  human 
rights,  combats  anti-Semitism, 
and  promotes  understanding 
and  good-will  in  inter-group 
and  inter-faith  relations. 
Recently,  the  National  Com- 
munity Rdations  Committee 
has  piayed  a pivotal  role  in 
pressuring  for  amendments  to 
the  Criminal  Code  regarding  incitement  to  hatred,  has  fought  to 
prevent  the  distribution  of  hate  literature,  and  worked  towarrd 
the  practical  fulfillment  of  multiculturalism. 

Mr.  Prutschi,  in  addition  to  assuming  this  national  position  as 
of  July  1 , will  also  direct  the  Ontario  Community  Relations  Com- 
mittee and  the  National  Law  and  Social  Action  Committee  of 
Congress. 

Prior  to  taking  on  these  responsibilities,  he  was  Community 
Relations  Director  of  the  Winnipeg  Jewish  Community  Council 
and  a professor  of  history  at  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  in 
Saskatoon. 

Born  in  Ecuador,  Prutschi,  36,  was  raised  in  Montreal  and  is 
fluent  in  English,  French,  and  Spanish  and  conversant  in  Yiddish. 

In  assuming  the  position,  he  succeeds  Ben  Kayfetz  who  remains 
as  a consultant  to  the  Committee.  Mr.  Prustchi’s  appointment 
is  under  the  recommendation  of  elected  Congress  Officers  David 
Satok  of  the  National  Community  Relations  Committee,  Rose 
Wolfe  of  the  Ontario  Community  Relations  Committee,  and  Pro- 
fessor Fred  Zemans  of  the  National  Law  and  Social  Action  Com- 
mittee of  Canadian  Jewish  Congress.

Brief  to  MacDonald  Commission 

CJC  has  presented  a brief  to  the  federal  Commission  on 
Canada’s  Future.  Chaired  by  former  federal  Minister  Donald 
MacDonald,  the  Commission  is  studying  how  Canadians  can  best 
adjust  to  change  in  the  years  ahead. 

Les  Scheininger,  Chairman  of  the  Ontario  Region  of  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress,  presented  Congress’  views  to  the  Commission. 
«The  position  of  the  Canadian  Jewish  Congress, » said  Schein- 
inger, «is  that  there  can  be  no  meaningful  discussion  of  our 
economic  vision  without  a discussion  of  the  qualities  required  to 
sustain  that  vision. » 

The  Congress  presentation  detailed  specific  social  concerns:  civil 
rights,  the  status  of  women,  racism  in  the  community-at-large, 
education,  stereotyping  in  the  media,  disparities  in  the  workplace, 
unequal  opportunity  for  the  severely  handicapped  person,  and 
the  place  of  the  elderly  in  our  society. 


First  Ethiopian  Jewish  graduate 

Devorah,  the  first  Ethiopian  Jewish  student  to  graduate  from 
a Canadian  high  school,  recently  received  her  high-school  leav- 
ing certificate  from  Bialik  High  School  in  Montreal,  which  she 
has  attended  since  her  arrival  in  Canada  from  Ethiopia  in  1980. 

“Having  limited  English  and  no  French  or  Hebrew  on  arrival 
was  a bit  of  a problem”  says  Stan  Cytrynbaum,  “but  with  the 
help  of  some  intensive  tutoring,  she  quickly  reached  her  class  level 
and  has  consistently  achieved  good  grades  in  all  subjects  and  top 
marks,  especially  in  mathematics  and  sciences.” 

Cytrynbaum  is  doubly  proud.  He  is  the  Chairman  of  Canadian 
Jewish  Congress’  National  Committee  for  Ethiopian  Jewry  and 
also  Devorah’s  foster  father. 

Devorah  spent  her  first  summer  in  Canada  in  1981  working  as 
a volunteer  at  the  Montreal  General  Hospital  and  taking  sup- 
plementary courses  in  English  and  French.  The  following  sum- 
mer, she  participated  in  the  grade  nine  Bialik  High  School  Israel 
trip  where  she  worked  as  a volunteer  on  Kibbutz  Afikim.

Tel  Aviv  — ‘Hill  of  Spring’  is  75

Israel’s  largest  city,  Tel  Aviv, 
is  celebrating  its  75th  birthday 
this  year. 

Unless  you  are  in  Israel, 
however,  you  would  not  be 
aware  of  it. 

The  reason?  Israel’s  tourist 
agencies,  at  least  those  con- 
nected with  governmental 
circles,  are  doing  relatively  lit- 
tle to  publicize  the  event. 

As  in  the  past  government 
resources  continue  to  be  poured 
into  advertising  the  merits  of 
Jerusalem,  the  country’s 
capital,  rather  than  Tel  Aviv, 
the  nation’s  cultural  and  social 
centre. 

Vigorous  theatre 

The  situation  is  all  the  more 
bizarre  when  one  considers  the 
following  facts: 

Tel  Aviv  is  Israel’s  largest  ci- 
ty: it  houses  almost  400,000 
residents  and  during  the  day  ex- 
pands to  close  to  three  quarters 
of  a million  people. 

With  the  exception  of  half  a 
dozen  intrepid  governments, 
the  vast  majority  ofthe  world’s 
diplomatic  representatives  use 
Tel  Aviv  as  an  ambassadorial 
site. 

The  city  has  the  most 
vigorous  theatre  and  book 
publishing  facilities  in  Israel, 
including  the  famous  Habimah 
Theatre  which  was  transplanted 
into  Tel  Aviv  from  Czarist 
Russia. 

Tei  Aviv  has  more  book 
stores  per  capita  than  any  other 
country  in  the  world. 

The  best  kept  secret  about 
Tel  Aviv,  the  city  that  started  as 
an  all  Jewish  settlement  outside 
of  Arab  Jaffo  75  years  ago,  is 
the  newly  developed  ocean 
front. 

A decade  ago  Tei  Aviv’s 
shoreline  was  punctuated  by 
vistas  of  dilapidated  housing, 
seedy  bars,  cheap  hotels  and 
unattractive  kiosks  selling  un- 
covered foodstuffs. 

The  area  was  certainly  not 
the  place  for  Israel’s  “smart 
set.” 

Lahat  takes  charge 

The  situation  began  to 
change  when  Shlomo  Lahat,  a 
dynamic  former  general 
(reputed  to  have  been  one  of 
the  youngest  Israelis  ever  to  be 
promoted  to  that  rank)  was 
elected  to  the  post  of  Tel  Aviv’s 
mayor. 

Accustomed  to  the  no 
nonsense  approach  of  Israel’s 
army,  Lahat  set  out  to 
reconstruct  the  city’s  fallen  face 
through  a series  of  dramatic  ur- 
ban renewal  projects. 

The  gossip  in  Tel  Aviv  is  that 
Lahat  had  to  face  more  than 
one  wall  of  obstructionism  in 
his  attempt  to  change  the  ap- 
pearance of  Israel’s  major 
metropolis. 

Despite  the  lethargic 
response  to  his  multi-faceted 
urban  renewal  projects,  Lahat 
bulldozed  ahead  and  ten  years 
later  Tel  Aviv  can  now  boast  of 
some  of  the  finest  examples  of 
city  renewal  to  be  found 
anywhere  in  the  world. 

The  most  spectacular 
transformation  occurred  along 
the  city’s  sea  shore.  There  a 
combination  of  private  enter- 
prise and  city  government  con- 
certed efforts  to  raze  the  shacks 
and  other  ungracious  structures 
that  dotted  (he  area. 

Architects  were  engaged  to 


redesign  the  Mediterranean  lit- 
toral in  order  to  make  it  a 
peopleplace. 

The  result  is  a three  mile  pro- 
menade which  stretches  from 
the  centre  of  Tel  Aviv  almost  to 
the  tip  of  the  neighbouring 
municipality  of  Yaffo.  Known 
as  Hebrew  as  “Tayelet,”  or 
walkway,  the  promenade  is 
constructed  of  interlocking  red- 
dish tiles  which  convey  a feel- 
ing of  casualness  and  comfort. 

Unlike  the  promenades  in 
other  seaside  towns  the  Tel 
Aviv  version  has  two  advan- 
tages; it  permits  an 
unobstructed  view  of  the 
Meditteranean  along  most  of  its 


path  and  it  provides  chairs  for 
those  who  wish  (at  no  charge) 
to  sit  a while  and  experience  the 
grandeur  of  Israel’s  sun,  sand 
and  (in  the  evening)  stars. 

Hotel  chains  invest 

Urban  renewal  also  brought 
huge  investments  from  the  in- 
ternational hotel  chains  and 
most  of  them  are  now 
represented  along  the  reborn 
Tel  Aviv  shoreline.  The  most 
spectacular  is  the  Tel  Aviv 
Hilton,  one  of  the  first  groups 
to  build  on  the  beach.  The 
Hilton  has  a 17th  floor  obser- 
vation and  sundeck  (opposite 
its  executive  tower  suites)  which 
presents  an  unparalleled  view  of 
greater  Tel  Aviv. 

The  Sheraton  and  Shiff 
chains  also  have  representation 
on  the  beach  strip.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  views  of  the 
Mediterranean,  however,  can 
be  obtained  in  the  lobby  lounge 
of  the  Ramada  Continental 
where  architects  have 
thoughtfully  included  huge 
windows  looking  out  on  the 
beach  and  the  ocean. 


Tel  Aviv’s  wondrous  climate 
(it  never  rains  between  May  and 
October)  has  made  the  city’s 
promenade  and  beach  area  a 
popular  rendezvous  with  both 
tourists  and  city  dwellers.  This 
year  during  the  holiday  of 
Shavout.  which  occurred  in  ear- 
ly June,  we  saw  upwards  of 
three  hundred  thousand  people 
using  the  bathing  areas  to 
swim,  windsurf,  sunbathe  and 
play  various  racketball  games. 

The  promenade  has  an  ar- 
ticulated “bulge”  near  the  hotel 
district;  it  is  called  “Kikar 
Ha'Atarim”  and  there  on 
several  levels  there  is  a score  of 
open  air  restaurants,  pizza 


parlours  and  cafes.  Many  of 
them  feature  free  salad  bars 
wiih  the  purchase  of  a meal. 

On  May  3Ist  this  year  Tel 
Aviv’s  city  fathers  gave  a party 
at  the  Kikar  to  celebrate  the  ci- 
ty's 75th  birthday.  They  invited 
the  citizenry  to  attend  a gala 
music  performance  by  the 
Israeli  philharmonic.  The  guest 
singer  was  Monserat  Cavaillai, 
the  brilliant  Spanish  soprano. 
On  the  day  of  the  concert  the 
Israeli  newspapers  provided 
maps  instructing  motorists  how 
to  reach  the  promenade  area 
without  suffering  undue  traffic 
congestion. 

Biggest  audience  in  history 

Apparently  it  didn’t  help.  Tel 
Aviv  not  only  had  a massive 
traffic  tie-up  but  also  the  big- 
gest audience  in  the  history  of 
the  country.  More  than  two 
hundred  thousand  people 
showed  up  at  the  Kikar  to  listen 
to  the  philharmonic  and  its 
guest  singer. 

A dramatic  way  to  honour 
three  quarters  of  a century’s 
growth.

Falasha 


Jews  frightened  to  practice  religion 


Barry  Weinrib,  president  of 
the  Canadian  Association  for 
Ethiopian  Jews,  returned  from 
a two  week  trip  to  Ethiopia  at 
the  end  of  May,  reporting 
worsening  conditions  of 
drought  and  fear  among  Ethio- 
pian Jews.  Villages  which  had 
been  opened  to  foreign  tourists 
during  the  past  several  years  are 
now  closed.  Weinrib’s  Ethio- 
pian government  tour  guide 
was  told  he  would  be  arrested 
if  the  group  entered  any  Jewish 
villages  other  than  the  one  they 
were  allowed  to  visit.  Falashas 
spoke  to  Weinrib  of  their  fear, 
and  how  they  held  Passover  ser- 
vices covertly  this  year. 
Everywhere  he  went,  he 
reports,  he  was  implored  by 
Ethiopian  Jews  to  help  them 
escape.  In  Ethiopia,  he 
delivered  the  largest  shipment 
of  medical  supplies  ever 
brought  by  a visiting  group. 
Here  then  is  an  interview  with 
Barry  Weinrib  about  his  trip, 
the  Falashas  and  the  medical 
mission. 

• 

What  was  the  purpose  of  your 
trip? 

"We  went  to  see  the  condi- 
tions of  the  Falashas  with  our 
own  eyes  and  to  give  direct 
relief.  1 went  with  a very  large 
supply  of  medicine.  Half  of  it 
went  to  the  main  hospital  in  the 
city  of  Condar.  Most  of  the 
Jews  live  in  this  region  and 
anyone  with  a major  illness 
would  go  there.  I directed  some 
of  the  supplies  to  the  Jewish 
village  of  Ambober  and  the  rest 
to  a number  of  smaller  clinics 
in  the  region. 

Everywhere  you  go  in 
Ethiopia  there  arc  blind  people, 
lame  people.  TB  is  a major  pro- 
blem. You  see  lepers  in  the 
street;  people  without  arms, 
without  legs;  lying  in  the  gut- 


ters; begging  for  money. 
Almost  every  child  we  saw  was 
suffering  from  eye  infections. 

One  of  the  things  we  did, 
along  with  bringing  in  TB 
medicine  and  antibiotics,  was  to 
bring  -eye  medicine  for  the 
children.  We  lined  all  the 
children  up,  got  pure  water, 
and  washed  the  children’s  eyes 
and  put  in  drops.  We  explain- 
ed to  the  mothers  how  to  con- 
tinue this  process,  how  to  boil 
water  and  continually  clean  the 
children’s  eyes  and  we  left 
drops  for  them  to  pul  in.  In 
Wollequea,  a Jewish  village, 
during  the  four  days  we  were 
there,  you  could  see  the  im- 
provement. I am  sure  that  we 
saved  a number  of  children 
from  future  blindness.” 

• 

What  are  conditions  like  for 
Jews  in  Ethiopia? 

“The  government  has  now 
closed  every  Jewish  village  to 
foreign  tourists  except  Wolle- 
quea. We  travelled  to  Gondar, 
spent  days  in  Addis  Ababa 
meeting  Jews  and  spent  four 
days  in  Wollequea,  which  was 
the  longest  time  anyone  has 
spent  in  a village  recently. 

The  government  basically 
allowed  us  into  one  ‘show 
village’  where  the  condition  is 
reasonable  by  Ethiopian  stan- 
dards. They  simply  would  not 
allow  us  into  villages  where  the 
conditions  are  worse.  Wolle- 
quea is  perhaps  the  richest  of  all 
Falasha  villages;  it’s  still  an  in- 
credibly poor  village. 

There  are  no  men.  The 
village  is  composed  of  women, 
children  and  five  or  six  men,  all 
ill  or  lame.  Most  of  the  men 
have  left  the  country  or  been 
drafted  into  the  army.  They 
subsist  on  a diet  of  bread.  Their 
clothing  is  basically  patched 
rags. 


Every  river  bed  we  passed 
was  dry.  There  was  no  running 
water  in  the  ‘first-class’  hotel 
we  stayed  at  in  Gondar,  near 
the  village. 

When  I first  arrived  in  the 
village,  30  or  40  children  rush- 
ed to  the  bus.  Two  of  them 
grabbed  my  arm,  led  me  away, 
saying  in  broken  English,  ‘We 
want  to  go  to  Yerushalyim. 
Help  us  get  to  Jerusalem.’  All 
the  time  I was  there,  people 
would  take  me  aside  and 
whisper  in  my  ear,  ‘please  help 
me.’ 

I was  fortunate  to  be  able  to 
go  to  a Shabbat  service.  They 
were  free  to  hold  the  service, 
but  there  was  no  question  that 
Falashas  are  frightened  with 
respect  to  the  practice  of  their 
religion.  Passover  services  were 
held  covertly  this  year.  It  is  cer- 
tainly the  case  that  a number  of 
Falashas  have  been  arrested. 
They  are  certainly  not  allowed 
to  teach  Hebrew  openly.  Any 
type  of  learning  in  Hebrew  is 
viewed  as  part  of  a general 
Zionist  conspiracy.  They  are 
frightened  of  the  government. 

Ethiopia  is  one  of  the  poorest 
countries  in  the  world  and  also 
one  of  the  most  religious.  In  a 
country  that  poor,  in  a country 
that  hungry,  religion  is  one  of 
the  few  things  that  allows  you 
to  find  a happy  life.  Everyone 
is  allowed  complete  solace  in 
their  religion  except  the  Jews. 
In  that  respect,  the  Jews  are 
significantly  worse  off  than  the 
other  communities  in  Ethiopia. 

In  Addis  Ababa  I met  more 
educated  Jews  who  had  govern- 
ment positions.  They  were  all 
very  frightened  to  meet  with  me 
and  we  had  to  meet  covertly,  by 
arranged  appointments.  They 
were  nervous,  edgy,  careful 
about  what  they  said.  They 
wanted  to  speak  with  us;  they 


also  requested  our  assistance. 
As  a more  educated  group  of 
people,  they  were  more  con- 
cerned with  the  issue  of  human 
rights.  They  wished  to  leave 
Ethiopia,  but  their  requests 
were  more  along  the  line  of  help 
us  with  visas  and  arranging 
various  exit  visas  using 
legitimate  channels.  In  the 
villages,  the  people  were  simp- 
ly crying  out  to  escape.” 

• 

Some  reports  recently  indicated 
that  by  giving  relief  or  by 
publicising  the  plight  of  Ethio- 
pian Jews,  conditions  actually 
become  more  difficult  for 
them.  Do  you  think  this  is  true? 

‘‘The  relations  between  the 
Jews  and  Christians  are  not 
very  good.  It  was  quite  ap- 
parent that  the  Jews  viewed  the 
Christians  basically  as  spies. 
We  didn’t  go  into  an  area  and 


Recent  weeks  have  seen  some 
exciting  developments  in  the 
progress  of  Beth  Shalom  West, 
the  satellite  congregation  of 
Congregation  Beth  Shalom.

single  out  just  the  Jews  for 
help,  however.  We  designated 
Jewish  areas  to  help  and  I view- 
ed my  mission  as  a medical  aid 
program  to  Ethiopia. 

With  respect  to  publicity  in 
the  West,  I don’t  believe  that 
Jews  should  ever  again  be 
discriminated  against  or  be  ar- 
rested in  silence.  We  can  sit  and 
do  nothing  and  they  will  still  be 
suffering  in  Ethiopia.  Or  we 
can  attempt  to  raise  the  level  of 
human  rights  and  try  to  con- 
vvince  the  Ethiopian  government 
to  let  our  people  go.  Freedom 
of  emigration  is  a civil  human 
right  that  should  be  available  to 
•all. 

CAEJ  will  continue  its  direct 
medical  relief  program  as  well 
as  using  every  effort  in  our 
power  to  help  those  Jews  who 
want  to  leave  to  be  able  to  do 
so.”

Under  the  wing  of  the  Jewish 
Social  Services  Agency  of 
Ottawa-Carleton,  the  Jewish 
Senior  Adult  Leisure  Club,  was 
founded  in  1981  and  under  the 
capable  chairmanship  of  Dr.

New  Horizons  grant

Community  Centre.  At  the 
same  lime  in  this  room  a 50  + 
Drop-in  opened  its  doors.  Here 
every  Tuesday  afternoon  at 
1:30p.m., 50+  seniors  drop  in 
informally  to  enjoy  a brief  but 
interesting  program  and 
socialize  over  coffee,  tea  and 
pastry. 

By  June,  1982,  sufficient 
progress  had  been  made  to 
“show  off”  the  programs  pro- 
vided at  the  Drop-in,  and  to 
advertise  the  activities.  At  a 
complementary  luncheon  the 


response  was  overwhelming 
when  an  overflow  crowd 
attended. 

Capacity  crowds 

The  50+  Drop-in  has 
flourished.  Programs  are 
varied,  cultural,  informative 
and  entertaining,  and  all 
delivered  by  professionals  on 
the  topics  selected. 

So  successful  had  the  Drop- 
in  become,  that  by  October 
1983,  the  First  Anniversary  lun- 
cheon was  celebrated.  On  that 
occasion  the  Drop-in  was 
delighted  to  exhibit  its  newly  ac- 
quired quarters  and  equipment, 
again  to  a capacity  crowd. 
Now,  with  two  rooms  ensuite, 
there  could  be  expansion. 

Chess  Club 

In  October  1983,  a Chess 
Club  started  for  those  in- 
terested in  the  game.  This  club 
meets  every  Wednesday  night  at 
7:30  p.m.  and  is  gaming  in 
popularity.  Also,  in  October 
1983,  a Bridge  Club  was  very 
successfully  launched.  The 
Bridge  Club  meets  every 
Wednesday  at  1:00  p.m.  The 
activities  offered  by  the  Jewish 
Senior  Adult  Leisure  Club  are 
now  well  established,  gaining  in 
popularity,  and  functioning 
regularly.  There  is  no  formal 
membership;  attendance  is 
membership.

By  June  1984,  having  created 
an  active  functioning  organiza- 
tion, Dr.  August  withdrew 
from  the  Chairmanship  amid 
accolades  and  tributes  for  his 
accomplishments.

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Memories  abound  at  St.  John’s 
special  ‘Koom  Ahaim’  weekend

Earlier  this  year,  the  Jewish 
Community  of  St.  John,  New 
Brunswick,  issued  a call  to  its 
former  members  to  Koom 
Ahaim  for  the  weekend  of  Ju- 
ly 6-8,  1984.  The  overwhelming 
response  to  that  invitation  was 
proof  that  you  can  indeed  go 
home  again,  and  530  people  did 
just  that. 

Visitors  were  treated  to  a 
gratuitous  bit  of  nostalgia,  be- 
ing unable  to  land  at  the  Saint 
John  airport.  Our  hosts  assured 
us  that  it  was  but  another  e.xam- 
ple  of  good  Maritime  hospitali- 
ty, i.e.  giving  us  a scenic  tour 
of  Moncton  or  Fredericton 
prior  to  the  Saint  John 
festivities! 

Friday  afternoon:  registra- 
tion at  the  Delta  Hotel.  Squeals 
of  recognition  were  forthcom- 
ing from  those  like  myself  who 
had  left  twenty-odd  years  ago. 
But  the  tears  and  profound  joy 
of  people  reuniting,  some  of 
whom  had  not  seen  each  other 
for  fifty  years,  was  truly 
moving. 

Friday  evening:  an  Oneg 
Shabbat  service  at  our 
beautiful,  beloved  synagogue 
Shaari  Zedec.  It  was  heartwar- 
ming to  see  the  building  filled 
once  again. 

The  women  of  Saint  John  are 
justifiably  renowned  for  their 
culinary  expertise,  and  when 
one  realizes  these  few  under- 
took the  feeding  of  such  a large 
gathering,  one  is  left  with  ad- 
miration for  their  tremendous 
devotion  and  commitment. 

There  were  three  rabbis  in  at- 
tendance — one  who  had  serv- 
ed the  community  for  13  years, 
the  other  two  descendants  of 
Saint  Johners.  It  was  all  the 
more  poignant  because  Saint 
John  no  longer  has  a resident 
rabbi. 

Actually,  the  entire  weekend 
was  somewhat  bittersweet. 
While  we  were  all  having  a 
wonderful  time,  we  were  aware 
that  this  once-vibrant  Jewish 
community  — 300  families  in 
the  not-too-distant  past  — has 
now  dwindled  to  55  families. 
Sadly  it  seems  likely  that  the 
trend  will  continue. 

Many  Ottawans  attended. 
Those  I encountered  were: 
Freda  Appel,  Cheryl  Dover, 
Nate  Dreskin,  Isaac  Levine, 
Leonard  Levine,  Roz 
Kanigsberg,  Diane  Poriah  and 
Lorraine  and  Milton  Zides. 


(Apologies  to  anyone  1 may 
have  missed)  Many  spouses  at- 
tended as  well. 

Saturday  morning  services 
were  followed  by  a kiddush  lun- 
cheon for  which  the  organizing 
committee  devised  an  ingenious 
method  of  coping  with  the 
numbers.  Each  person  was 
issued  with  First  Serving  or  Se- 
cond Serving  tickets.  While  one 
group  fressed,  the  other  was  in- 
vited to  view  a special  exhibit 
on  the  history  of  the  Saint  John 
Jewish  Community  at  the  adja- 
cent Jewish  Community  Centre 
— and  then  the  procedure  was 
reversed.  We  were  saddened  to 
note  that  the  Centre  was  open- 
ed only  because  of  the 
weekend.  Due  to  the  poor  con- 
dition of  the  building  (and  the 
lack  of  funds  to  repair  same) 
and  the  fact  that  there  are  now 
only  twelve  children  enrolled  in 
the  Cheder,  the  building  is 
customarily  closed. 

The  Saint  John  downtown 
core  has  undergone  a truly 
marvellous  $100,000,000 
revitalization,  and  we  all  behav- 
ed like  tourists  because  this  cer- 
tainly wasn’t  the  place  we  had 
left. 

Saturday  evening:  a party  at 
the  new  Hilton  Trade  and  Con- 
vention Centre.  The 
camaraderie  was  palpable.  Two 
visiting  brothers  composed  a 
song  in  honor  of  the  occasion 
and  by  the  end  of  the  evening 


we  were  all  singing  along.  It 
became  the  camp  song  (and  we 
all  tried  to  convince  Ivan  and 
Robert  Silver  that  they  were 
both  wasting  their  talents  in 
medicine). 

Sunday  morning:  a memorial 
service  at  the  Jewish  cemetery. 
Unfortunately,  everyone  had 
visitations  — a common 
denominator  we  ail  shared. 

The  highlight  of  the  event 
came  Sunday  night  with  a for- 
mal dinner  at  the  Delta  Hotel 
attended  by  Premier  Richard 
Hatfield  and  Saint  John  Mayor 
Elsie  Wayne. 

It  began  with  awards  — eg. 
returnee  travelling  the  farthest 
distance  to  attend.  The  former 
Faith  Cuss,  now  living  in  Oslo. 
Norway  was  the  winner  until 
literally,  at  the  last  possible  mo- 
ment, at  7:30  p.m.  Irene  and 
Steven  Schwartz  of  Sydney, 
Australia  arrived! 

Marcia  Koven  gave  an 
outstanding  pictoral  history  of 
the  Saint  John  Jewish  Com- 
munity. She  has  single- 
handedly,  with  tremendous 
dedication,  created  this  presen- 
tation, which  she  has  on 
previous  occasions  delivered  at 
the  New  Brunswick  Museum 
and  other  organizations,  and 
which  she  hopes  will  ultimate- 
ly result  in  a book.  As  she  suc- 
cintly  stated:  “It  is  so  that  in 
fifty  years  people  will  know  we 
were  here.’’
